This is a final response to your 12 April 2008 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request, which the office of Information and Privacy Coordinator received on 
14 April 2008, for information regarding: 

Internal Central Intelligence Agency ("CIA ") documents and reports 
pertaining to guidelines for National Clandestine Service officers for the 
evaluation of the likelihood of success of recruiting agents from within 
terrorist organizations, including hut not limited to any risk or probability 
analysis reports based on quantified variables used to determine the 
probability of successful recruitment efforts. 

We processed your request in accordance with the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552, as amended, and 
the CIA Information Act, 50 U.S.C. § 431, as amended.
